DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 4-6, 9 and 10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to an apparatus for use in a reduced clock rate finite impulse response filter 
comprising Q latch means, Q multiplexer/multiplier means, each providing one output and Q 
inputs to receive the latched output signal of a respective latch means, selection means, means to 
produce a clock signal, and Q phase delay means coupled to said clock signal providing an 
output latch control signal to a corresponding latch means. The closest prior art, Lee et al. (US 
6,138,132) and Lewis et al. (US 5,452,324), disclose all the elements as disclosed above. 
However, the closest prior art fails to disclose each phase delay means is adapted to produce a 
unique output latch control signal that is phase delayed from the clock signal by a phase delay of 
N X 360/Q, where unique values of N correspond to each individual phase delay means and 
range from Q to Q-1, wherein Q is an integer greater than 1. This limitation distinguishes 
independent claim 4 over the prior art.
